Rote: The data in this table were obtained from quarterly reports filed pursuant to Section 13 or 15(d) of the Securities 
Exchange Act of 1934 and Section 30(b) (1) of the Investment Company Act of 1940. Such reports are filed by management 
investment companies registered under the latter Act, except companies which issue periodic payment plan certificates 
or which are sponsors or depositors of companies issuing such certificates. The reports are filed by fiscal quarters 
which in most cases correspond with calendar quarters. When e fiscal quarter is not a calendar quarter, the report is 
groupec with the calendar quarter in which the period ends. These data include all companies reporting for both the 
first and second quarters of 1952. Securities are generally reported at market value; in a few cases where securities 
are reported at cost in accordance with state laws, data have been adjusted to reflect approximate market value.

EXPLANATORY NOTES 


SECURITIES OFFERINGS 


The data in these tables cover substantially all new issues of securities offered for cash 
sale in the United States in amounts over $100,C00 and with terms to maturity of more than one 
year. The figures represent offerings, not actual sales. However, the proportion of the total 
remaining unsold is believed to be small and the unsold amount is composed chiefly of non- 
underwritten issues of small companies. Included in these tables are issues privately placed 
as well as issues publicly offered, and unregistered issues as well as issues registered under 
the Securities Act of 1933. 

Registered offerings as shown in these "Securities Offerings" tables differ in several re- 


spects from data included in the tables captioned "Effective Registrations Under the Securities 


Act of 1933" which appear quarterly in the Bulletin. The more important differences are: (1) 


only securities offered for cash sale for account of issuers are included under "Securities 
Offerings"; (2) issues sold through continous offering, such as securities of open-end invest- 
ment companies and employee-purchase plans, are excluded; and (3) issues are entered in the 
offerings statistics as of the actual date of public offering, which is not always the same as 
the date of effective registration. 

Among the issues exempt from registration under the Securities Act of 1933 but included in 
these offerings statistics are: issues privately placed; instrastate offerings; securities of 
railroad companies; issues of the Federal, state, and local governments; issues of banks and 
eleemosynary institutions; and issues between $100,000 and $300,000 in size offered pursuant to 
amendment of Regulation A of the Securities Act of 1933. Dates of offering of issues in the 
latter category are taken from letters of notification filed by the issuers, and, although actual 
offering dates are frequently changed, the statistics are not revised because only small amounts 
are involved. 

Excluded from the data on new cash offerings are: notes issues exclusivel, to commercial 
banks; intercorporate transactions; United States Government "Special Series” issues and other 
sales directly to Federal agencies and trust accounts. 

Issues classified as privately placed are issues sold to a restricted number of investors 
without public offering. Issues sold by coapetitive bidding directly to ultimate investors are 
treated as publicly offered. 

The chief sources of the data in these tables are the financial press and documents filed 


with the Commission. Data for offerings of state and municipal securities are from totals pub- 


January 1952; unlike the other data presented here, these represent princival amounts instead of 


gross proceeds. All figures are subject to revision as new data are received. 





EXPLANATORY NOTES 


THE SECURITIES EXCHANGES 


Market Value and Volume of Sales 


Data on the value and volume of securities sales are reported in connection with fees 
paid under Section 31 of the Securities Exchange Act of 193. They include all securities 
sales effected on exchanges except in United States Covernment issues. Since March 19hh, 
these have been excludec because they are not subject to the fee. The data cover odd-lot # 
well as round-lot transactions. Most exchanges' reports for a given month cover transactions 
cleared during the calendar month; clearances occur for the most part on the fourth day after 
that on which the trade actually was effected. 


SEC Indexes of Weekly Closing Stock Prices 


Each of the SEC stock price indexes is a weighted index of weekly closing prices of 
selected common stocks on the New York Stock Exchange related to the averare weekly closing 
prices of such stocks in 1939. The weights used are the number of shares outstanding. Base 
values are ad‘usted for changes in outstanding shares whenever necessary. The groups repree 
sented include all industries which accounted for at least one percent of either the volume 
or value of common stock trading on the New York Stock Exchange in 1919. The active stocks 
thus chosen within each proup give a coverare of at least 65% of volume or value of trading 
in the stocks of each industry in 199. A more detailed explanation of the methods of com- 
putation and a list of stocks in the present series may be obtained upon request. Back data 
by weeks since January 1939 are also available. 


Round-lot and Odd-lot Stock Transactions 


Total round-lot sales reported in these tables include all stock sales effected in round- 
lots, but they exclude transactions in rights and warrants. fFound-let transactions are trans- 
actions in the unit of trading or multiples thereof; odd-lot transactions are those involving 
a number cf shares less than the unit of trading. On the New York Stock Exchange the unit of 
trading for most stocks is 100 shares; some less active stocks have a l0-share unit. On the 
New York Curb Exchange the unit of trading for a piven issue may be 100 shares, 50 shares, 25 
shares, or 10 shares. 


Total round-lot sales effected on the New York Stock Exchange are consistently larger than 
the round-lot volume reported on the ticker of that exchange, inasmuch as the ticker or "repor- 
ted” volume fails to include certain types of round-lot transactions ordinarily amounting to 
from 5 to 10 percent of round-lot sales on that exchange. 


“otal round-lot sales on the New York Curb Exchange differ from the round-lot volume on 
that exchange reported on the ticker because the ticker or "reported" volume includes the 
round-]ot sales of rights and warrants and fails to include certain classes of round-lot stock 
transactions. 


Short sales in these tables include only those short sales which are restricted uncer the 
rules. 


The term "members" includes regular and associate exchange members, their firms, and their 
partners, including special partners. 


On the New York Stock Exchange, the transactions of specialists in stocks in which they 
are registered include all round-lot transactions in an issue by a member for his own account, 
or his firm's account, while the member was acting as specialist in that issue. Transactions 
for the odd-lot account are excluded, as are transactions for the member's account in issues 
other than those in which he was acting as specialist. For specialists who alsc act as odd- 
lot dealers in certain issues, round-lot trades for odd-lot account are included with round- 
lot trades of odd-lot dealers in the succeeding item. To obtain totaleactivity data for odd- 
lot dealers, it is necessary to combine the odd-lot figures and the odd-lot dealers' round-lot 
figures from the two New York Stock Exchange tables. 


On the New York Curb Exchange, round-lot transactions of specialists in the stocks in which 
they are registered are not directly comparable with the round-lot trades of specialists on the 
New York Stock Exchange, since on the Curb ixchange odd-lot transactions are handled solely by 
specialists, and the round-lot transactions of specialists resulting from such odd-lot transe 
actions are not segregatec from the specialists’ other round-lot trades. 
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
